DISADVANPAOES OF FAHJI LII?K. 


Col. George 13. Waring, of Newport, lias 


n paper in Scribner for April, advocating a 
bolter way of country living—namely, the 
grouping of farm houses into villages—as is 
often done in Europe. 
Ho speaks ns fol- 


lows of the loneliness of American farm 
life: 


It may seem n strange doctrine to bo ad- 


vanced by a somewhat enthusiastic fanner, 
but it is n doctrine that has boon slowly ac- 
cepted after many years' observation,—n 
conviction that has taken possession of an 
unwilling mind,—that the young man who 
takes n young wife to an isolated farm-hougo 
dooms her nud himself nnd their children to 
an unwholesome, unsatisfactory ami vacant 
existence,—nn existence marked by tho ab- 
senco of those more satisfying aud more 
cultivating influences which the host devel- 
opment of character nnd intelligence de- 
mand. It is n common experience pf farm- 
ers' wives to pass week after week without 
exchanging n word or look with a single 
person outside of their own family circles. 


Tho young couple start bravely, and wilh 


a determinatiou to struggle against tho habit 
of isolation which marks thoir class; but 
this habit has grown from tho necessity of 
the situation: and tho necessities of their 
own situation bring them sooner or later 
within its bonds. During the /Irst few years 
thoy adhere to their resolution nnd go regu- 
larly to church, to Ihe lecture, and to tho 
social gatherings of their friondSj but homo 
duties increase with time, and tho eagerness 
for society grows dull with neglect, nnd 
those who have starlcd out with the firmest 
dolorniination to avoid tho rook on which 
their fathers have split, give up tho struggle 
at last and nettle down to a humdrum, un- 
interesting and uninterested performance of 
daily taskn. 


Jn saying nil this- nud I speak from ex- 


perience, for I have led the dismtil lifo my- 
self—it in hardly uoceasnry to disclaim tho 
least want of appreciation of the sterling 
qualities which have boon developed in the 
American farm 
household. Hut H may 


safely bo insisted that these qunlltlca Imvo 
boon developed, not because of tho Ameri- 
can matin of fnrm life, but In spite of it; nnd 
ns 1 think ovor tlio long Hut of mlmlrnblo 
men nml wouion whoso ncqnnintnuos I Imvo

The exhibition of sewing last week at tho 


Winthrop school was entirely satisfactory, 
and should have destroyed any lingering 
doubt that any ono might have of tho bene- 
fit of sewing in schools. 
Every class at this 


school, numbering about 800 pupils, gives 
two hours a week to sewing; the older class- 
es are taught cutting and dross-making, and 
the members of thoso classes often cut 
dresses for their younger sisters to make in 
the lower classes. The garments comprised 
a variety of underclothing, shirts, naco.ues, 
aprons and dresses, all beautifully fitted and 
sewed; 
stitching 
and 
gathering, 


ruffling , and 
sewing 
on 
of 
cross- 


way 
folds, 
bntton-holos 
and 
fanci- 


ful pockets were all as even and nice as the 
hemming and tho over-sewmg. The pupils 
provide their own material, and. besides 
making their own garments, aro taught io 
mend their old ones and to darn their 
stockings. The actual benefit to them in 
the wort accomplished is groat; that of 
knowing how to sew and to uso their hands 
properly is greater; and wo have the testi- 
mony of the teachers and tho principal of 
the school that since sowing has bean In- 
troduced tho other lessons aro hotter learned 
end the advancement of tho girls in tho 
regular school studios is increased miner 
than retarded by tho giving of two hours a 
wook to sewing, which is a change and a 
rofrefihmont.

that of Martha Washington. 
In order to 


repair the damage hi a competent manner, 
it was found necessary to remove them a 
few feet from their resting place. The one 
containing the remains of Martha Washing- 
ton was removed first, but attracted no at- 
tention. But tho unusual weight of the one 
containing the remains of

aroused the curiosity of the official who was 
iuperinteuding the work of removal, and it

a solid 


stone resembling a statue, the features per- 
fectly, natural, with the exception of eyes

may bo said to be of a soft sand.-stone,which 
would likely break should, any attempt bo 
made to remove it from the sarcophagus. 
Edward Baker, au aged colored man, who 
has resided upon tho farm since hs was a 
boy, and who assisted in removing the re- 
mains from the old tomb to the present 
one, 
informs . ns

eight years sloca their last removal.— 


At that time they had rested iu the old 


tomb thirty eight years, and were exhumed 
in a state of preservation beyond all expec- 
tation, being a solid, compact mass, with 
the skin drawn tightly to the bones, petri- 
floatibn no doubt having commenced its 
work. The sarcophagus is not likely to be 
opened again for a century to come, unless, 
indeed, in 
case of an accident, as in the 


present instance, and petrificatiou will com- 
plete its work, and the remains of the im- 
mortal Washington will then be as enduring 
AS his memory is dear.—[San Francisco 
Chronicle.
